More than 50 women gathered 
at Memorial hall Friday for the 
fine meeting sponsored by Mrs. 
Fannie M. Brooks, AAA county 
fieldwomaa, and heard talks on 
the “Food for Freedom” program 
Dale Williams of the state AAA 
committee was guest speaker and 
diaeuased the subject from the 
viewpoint of ' Food for Victory,” 
aa he said “freedom is not possible 
without victory.” 
He urged th a t land be used to 
raise foods that are most neces­ 
sary to good health Including veg­ 
etables, fruit, meat, poultry, eggs, 
butter and milk, and these things 
not only for ourselves, but for 
others. 
‘This country cannot ex­ 
ist on an Isolationist program ,” 
he said, "we must share with oth­ 
ers of the world and may have to 
feed them all.” 
He contrasted the food supplies 
of this war with those of World 
W ar I, telling of the great store* 
of wheat and com on hand. 
He 
urged the acceptance of leader­ 
ship for proper balance of produc­ 
tion in order to provide good food 
for all at reasonable prices. 
While food for victory will not 
win the war, it cannot be won 
without it. Women, older men and 
children will have to help produce 
food, according to Mr. Williams, 
more and more of the work on 
farm s falling to the women. 
He advised those in towns and 
cities who had raised gardens to 
do so again and to increase their 
production, 
but 
asked 
inexpe­ 
rienced people not to undertake 
them, but to leave the seeds for 
others. 
He advised canning of 
every bit of surplus food, and 
urged urban and country women 
to get together to this end, to 
build stocks of foods for use and 
for reserves for the future. 
Mrs. Brooks spoke briefly in 
opening the meeting, announcing 
its purpose to be the promotion of 
good relationship between the city 
and county women.

In assembly Thursday morning. 
Superintendent Frank Fischer re­ 
viewed the address which Tom 
Davis. International president of 
Rotary delivered at the Rotary 
convention in Dayton last Tues­ 
day. 
Mr. Fischer first told his listen­ 
ers that three weeks ago all Ro­ 
tary clubs were instructed to sup­ 
plant any planned program with 
one on China. A t the tim e no one 
understood the reason for this re­ 
quest. It was not until during the 
recent convention th at Potarians 
learned from Mr. Davis th at the 
request had come from President 
Roosevelt 
The reason for it was 
that at that time China was on 
the brink of signing a separate 
peace with Japan. 
Because of ef­ 
forts such as Rotary and other or­ 
ganizations 
made 
the catastro­ 
phe was averted. 
Mr. Fischer then said that the 
picture which Mr. Davis painted 
of the dire condition* in foreign 
countries far exceeded anything 
his listeners imagined. 
He spoke 
particularly of the ruin in Eng­ 
land* cities—Coventry and Lon­ 
don. In Coventry, of 60 000 dwell­ 
ings. 50.000 were completely de­ 
stroyed in the German bombing 
raids. 
In the center of London, 
the 
world’s 
largest 
metropolis, 
there is an entire square mile in 
which there is not a single build­ 
ing standing. 
Mr. Fischer commented on the 
spirit and cooperation of English 
businessmen in carrying on their 
activities in spite of being bombed 
out of their places of business — 
some of them as many a* seven 
times. 
He relayed Mr. Davis’ ad­ 
monition that we be not too (criti­ 
cal of the English in their pursuit 
of the war. 
Mr. Davis was In South Amer­ 
ica on December 7. 
Mr. Fischer 
told the high school pupils that 
Mr. Davis saw evidence of Axis 
influence in the South American 
countries. 
“But,” he said, “there 
are two other counteracting influ­ 
ences, namely, that of the Catholic 
church and th a t of a growing ap­ 
preciation of and cooperation with 
the United States. "Mr, Davis be­ 
lieves that regard for the United 
States in these countries is in­ 
creasing daily.” 
‘This week is perhaps the most 
momentous in the history of the 
wrorld," Mr. Fischer reported Mr. 
Davis as saying. 
“W hether he 
m eant China, Java or India a post- j 
tion in this conflict or a combina­ 
tion of the three he didn’t say, 
but he repeated, ‘This is the most 
momentous week in the history of 
the 
w’orid,'” 
Mr. 
Fischer con­ 
cluded.

Automobile Deductions 


W ith the num ber of autom obile 
ow ners registering in the millions, 
the question of deductions for the 
cost of operation and m aintenance 
of a m otorcar frequently aria** 
The purchase price of an au to ­ 
mobile,* w hether it la to be used 
for business or pleasure, cannot 
be deducted from gross Income lf 
used for business, it is a capital 
expenditure: if used for pleasure, 
it is a personal expenditure —both 
deductions being expressly prohi­ 
bited by the income tax law'. 
Several 
deductions, 
however, 
are allow able in connection w ith 
the cost of operation of an au to ­ 
mobile used eith er for business or 
pleasure. If used exclusively for * 
business, deductions m ay be taken 
fo r the cost of gasoline, oil, re- j 
pairs, garage rent, am ounts paid j 
for insurance and o th er necessary 
operation and upkeep expenses, as 
well as dam ages paid for Injury 
to an o th er while th e car was be­ 
ing used for business purposes and 
losses sustained by reason of dam ­ 
age to the car while being used to r 
such purposes, provided such dam ­ 
ages and losses are not covered 
by insurance or otherw ise. D epre­ 
ciation based on the coat of the 
car and its estim ated useful life 
also is deductible. 
O ther deductible item s, irrespec­ 
tive of w hether th e ca r is used 
for business or pleasure, are sum s 
paid during the taxable year for J 
personal property taxes and m u­ 
nicipal taxes. Interest on m oney j 
borrow ed for the purchase of a 
car, and losses by fire or storm or 
th eft, to the extent not com pensat- J 
ed for by insurance or otherw ise, j 
A loss occasioned by dam age to 
an 
autom obile 
m aintained 
for 
pleasure, w here such dam age re- 1 
sutta from the fau lty driving of 1 
the taxpayer or other person op- I 
cra tin g the autom obile, but is not 
due to the willful a c t or negligence I 
of the taxpayer, is a deductible 
loss in the com putation of net in- ;

Fees paid for autom obile inspec­ 
tion and autom obile title re g istra ­ 
tion of autom obiles used for plea­ 
sure are not ordinarily allowable 
deductions.

Deduction For Tax On Motor tins 
If an autom obile is used for both i 
business and pleasure, those m ain­ 
tenance and 
operating expenses I 
w hich constitute allowable deduc­ 
tions for Federal income tax p u r­ 
poses should be allocated to the 
tw o uses on the basis of the tim e 
the ca r is used for each. For ex* ’ 
am ple, if the total expense of op- i 
eraUon and m aintenance, plus de­ 
preciation. for the taxable year 
am ounted to $800, and the car was 
used three-fourths of the tim e foy 
business and the balance of the 
tim e for pleasure, the allowable 
deducUon, for Federal income tax 
purposes, would be $600. 
In general, tax es are deductible 
only by the person upon whom

sum er and not on the dealer, the 
consum er m ay deduct as a tax. for 
Federal Income tax purposes, the 
am ount of the gasoline tax paid 
by him ; but the taxpayer m ust 
have kept records of the paym ent 
of such taxes in order th a t the 
deducUon m ay be su b stan tiated ss 
is required by the regulations The 
Federal gasoline tax is not de­ 
ductible by the consum er. The ta x ­ 
payer m ay ascertain w hether a 
S tate gasoline tax is deductible 
by addressing an inquiry to the 
collector of internal revenue for 
his district. 
In any case w here the gasoline 
purchased is used for business pur­ 
poses the tax m ay be tegarded as 
a p art of the cost of the gasoline 
and deducted as a business ex­ 
pense; but in such case th e gaso­ 
line tax cannot be deducted sep­ 
arately as a tax under the item of 
taxes.
